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NEW FORMS OF 
DEMOCRACY 


Of the new forms of de- 
mocracy being evolved in Britain 
today the most important is in the 
industrial field. The life-blood of 
Britain is her industry and no 
conception of democracy could be 
complete which did not take these 
into account: when: twa out of 
every three adult citizens spend 
the greater part of their time and 
energy in industrial occupations 
this clearly creates a vast and im- 
portant field of human. relation- 
ships which cannot be overlook- 
ed. In a modern, highly indus- 
trialised cconomy like Britain's, 
these relationships ‘are vital. For 
same time they have been under- 
comp important — development 
which one day may come to be 
reparded as one of Britain's 
greatest contributions to modern 
civilisation—-as great in its way 
as the iden of parliamentary de- 
mocracy was in its field, ‘The old 
anarchronistic relationship: of the 
employer and employed as master 
and servant has disappeared and 
much of the best thought in Bri 
tain today is being piven-to the 
evolution of new industrial psy- 
chology. This new concept was 
aptly formulated by a leading 
Reiteh sociologist, Seebohm 
Rowntree, when he wrote recent: 
ly, “Ina democratic country the 
real masters invindustry are the 
consumers, Once this is realised 
then it follaws that the enterprise 
must be managed on truly demo- 
cratic lines, There must be order- 


givers and order-takers but the 
order giver is not a master or- 
dering a servant about; he is a 
man whose function it is to in- 
terpret to his fellow workers the 
action called for by a piven set of 
circumstances, Every order in in- 
dustrial enterprise must be given 
in the same spirit asgthat of a 
railway guard when he ‘arders' 
the driver to start his engine.” 
This new relationship involves 
a totally new approach to the pro- 
blems of industrial organisation 
and administration, In certain im. 
portant industries in Britain— 
about one-fifth of the whole 
nationalisation has superseded the 
vlder structure in a clear and 
formal way. But in the big field 
of industrial activity which re- 
mains under private ownership 
new forms of democracy are being 
worked out within the” traditional 
framework. In. Britain — these 
things have to be done by ‘consent 
—no secret police could possibly 
be numerous or powerful enough 
to maintain discipline against the 
will of the workers, One of the 
mest interesting of these new 
forms of democracy—joint con- 
sultation—received strong = im- 
petus during the second World 
War and is likely to become onc 
essential factor in industrial: life 
in Britain nnd elsewhere. Joint 
consultation is a form of. organi- 
sation in which workers are 
brought into: discussion of ’ policy 
and methods of the works man- 
agement. It- existed’ in’ Byjtain 
long before, but its real growth 
was during the second World 
War particularly in the form of 
the Joint Production Committee. 
At the peak of the war. effort. in 
1943 there were thousands of 
these committees——as many -nas 
4,500, for instance, .in the en- 
gineering and allied industries, 
Almost every shipyard had a simi- 
Jar organisation usually called a 
Yard Committee and there were 
aver 1,000 pit production com- 
mittees in the mines. They exist- 
ed on a similar scale in almost all 
other industries, . 
With the end of the second 
World War something of this 
psychology was lost—inevitably. 
considering . that. :the national 
emergency had passed and: inter- 
nal political. differences cropped 
up again. ‘But the institution has 
temained and at present is in. the 
process of adaptation to peacetime 
needs. It fins “gatied into the

He’ appronched several 
other concerns at homo regard- 
ing. supplies of ‘amalter type of 
single decker buses for use in 
the New Territories, and his 
tirm is still negotinting for ao 
number of vehicles. Mr. Louey 
hopes that within a year his 
Company will have sufficient 
buses to cope adequately with 
the passenger traffle in Kow- 
loon,

Ahout 70'per cent of the ma- 

chinery ang vehicles now pro- 
duced in England are sent out 
for export. There ix a huge 
demand for both these produc- 
tions from. Britain, especially 
from Europe, Brazil and the 
Argentine. Manufacturers find 
it difficult to supply all require- 
taents, although in Mr, Louey’s 
case, he managed to obtain a 
special allocation of buses. and 
inachinery.
